» they did. It felt like it was meant to be 
and I was so pleased it was finally ours. 

The house was built in 1900 and we 
really wanted to retain as much of its 
character as possible. The street was built 
in stages so all the houses are slightly 
different - ours was built between two 
older houses on the site of an entrance 
to an orchard. There’s not one straight 
wall and it’s very quirky, but we love that. 

Work gets underway 

The house didn’t need major work as 
it was already in good shape, but over 
time we’ve had the walls skimmed and 
redecorated every room to suit our taste. 
The biggest change came three years 
ago when we added a two-storey 
extension to give us a larger kitchen-diner 
with an extra bedroom above. 

Sonny’s bedroom at the front of the 
house was pretty small, as the previous 
owners had pinched some space from 
it to create a small shower room next 
door. This was fine when he was a baby, 
as we only had to fit a cot in there, but 
unfortunately it wasn’t big enough for a 
single bed. I didn’t want the kids to have 
to share a bedroom, and this was the 
catalyst for building the extension. We 


planned to use Sonny’s old bedroom as 
an office once the extension was finished. 

Luckily the garden is very long, so we 
were able to extend the kitchen onto the 
patio area without losing too much outside 
space. Our builders were recommended 
by the architect and they were brilliant, 
so it wasn’t stressful at all. They finished 
the job in nine weeks, which was earlier 
than expected, but we had to wait ages 
for the concrete subfloor to dry, as we 
wanted to lay solid oak boards. The kitchen 
couldn’t be fitted until the floor was down 
so we had to use a camping stove for 
cooking and the sink in our downstairs 
bathroom for washing-up. Luckily, our 
neighbours came to the rescue quite 
often and kept bringing us meals! 
Eventually our joiner fitted the flooring 
while we were away for the weekend. 

Seamless flow 

We knocked down the wall between the 
kitchen and dining room to make one 
large room - it’s great for entertaining. 

One Christmas we had about 18 people 
round and we were all together but it 
didn’t feel cramped at any stage. We 
also fitted bi-fold doors to link the house 
with the garden - when we have friends »

With the layout of the room sorted, we 
started searching online for our perfect 
kitchen and came across Dan Clayton of 
The Olive Branch. The beautifully painted 
Shaker-style design is bespoke, but it’s 
not as expensive as I thought it would be. 

I knew we’d be spending a lot of time 
in here as a family and doing plenty of 
entertaining, too, so Phil and I both felt 
it was well worth the investment. 

Furnishing the space 

My approach to accessorising is simple: I 
buy things that make me smile and brighten 
up a room, and I get them when I see 
them, rather than meticulously planning 
each space. Most of our furniture is either 
from auctions, inherited or items left 
behind by tenants in the rental properties 
we own. Some pieces I leave as they are, 
but others are upcycled to suit our decor. 

I studied fashion and textiles in sixth 
form, so I make all my own blinds and 
cushions. When I was on maternity leave 
with Evie I set up a business making 
Roman blinds and soft furnishings, so I’m 
pretty good with a sewing machine. Phil’s 
great at DIY, too. He put down the parquet 


flooring in our hallway, which was salvaged 
from an old factory in Darlington and 
was a real bargain at just £10 a bag. 

We’d used it in our previous home but 
still had enough left over to fit it in this 
house, too. It was a tough job as the wood 
was covered in old glue, which was like tar, 
and I remember spending ages sitting 
round the woodburner in the garden 
chiselling it off. It took ages but the hard 
work was definitely worth it. 

Perfect location 

I can’t imagine we’ll ever move from here 
as it gives us the best of both worlds. It’s 
within walking distance of the school and 
shops but it’s also within easy reach of 
country tracks where I love to go running 
along the riverside and through farmland. 

The street has an old-fashioned, friendly 
community spirit and everyone looks out 
for each other. We all get together for 
occasions like Bonfire Night and I’ve got 
an allotment so often give my neighbour 
fruit and veg to make jams and chutneys. 

A lot of our neighbours have extended 
too and I think it’s because the street has 
such a sense of belonging - nobody wants 
to leave! It would be hard to find anything 
that ticked all these boxes elsewhere.’

S taircases are often overlooked 
when it comes to revamping a 
home, but we say they’re more 
than a means of getting from one 
floor to another. They’re not the easiest of 
spaces to work with but, with the right 
preparation and a little vision, a staircase 
can be transformed into the star of the 
show as you walk through the door. 

It’s easier to wallpaper stairs that are 
already stripped or painted, but if you 
have carpet, look what’s underneath - 
they may be perfect for a makeover. 

Choosing your look 

Think about the colour scheme around 
the stairs. For maximum impact, decorate 
your hall or stairwell in a neutral shade 
so it won’t detract from the wallpaper you 
choose. Try geometric or abstract patterns 
for an eye-catching entrance, or alternate 
a wallpapered riser with a painted one. 

This is the perfect opportunity to be clever 
with your look: accentuate the natural 
rising of the steps by graduating colours, 
from dark at the base to light at the top. 

Practical considerations 

If possible, choose prints that can be used 
sideways, as the wallpaper will not be wide 
enough to cover the average stair and 
joining two pieces together can be tricky. 

As each riser is quite a modest space 
to cover, using a wider range of wallpaper 
designs can give a more interesting look 
- ask friends and family for offcuts or use 
up old rolls.

Prepare all wood 
t surfaces by removing

If you’re exposing 
the stairs for the first time, 
check the wood for any 
knots and apply knotting 
solution to prevent resins 
leaking out. Hammer down 
or replace any loose boards. 

Prepare the treads 
- use a primer and 
top coat if you’re 
painting them, or apply 
wax or a wood tint if you 
want a natural look. Next, 
prepare the risers - it’s a 
good idea to paint these 
as well, to ensure there’s no 
gaps around and under the 
edges of the treads. Avoid 
applying wax to the risers, 
as the paste will not adhere.

Place both rings at the end of the 
panel and carefully roll along the two long 
sides. Remove the top layer of tape on the 
short edge and press the ends together. 
Fold the fabric in and tuck under the rings, 
using the lollipop tool for a neat finish.

F inding this house was a real 
stroke of luck,’ says Lara. ‘I 
was downsizing from a larger 
Victorian house and mentioned 
this to a lady who lived around the corner. 
She said she was putting her place on the 
market, so I went round to see it and loved 
the fact that it still had lots of period charm 
- sash windows, a quirky layout, pretty fire 
surrounds - but on a smaller scale. 

The large garden was a big plus, too, 
especially as there was a potting shed - 
the perfect spot for housing the flowers I 
arrange through my business. My children, 
Freja and Tom, who were then five and 
four, loved it too, and I was lucky enough 
to buy the house privately. 


Planning ahead 

From the word go, I knew there were things 
I wanted to change. The biggest problem 
was that the bathroom was downstairs 
and could only be accessed through the 
kitchen - hardly ideal when you have two 
young children. However, it wasn’t until 
2012, five years after I moved in, that I 
was in a position to do something about 
it. I decided to rip out the bathroom and 
knock down the wall at the back of the 
house and create a two-storey extension, 
which local architects Kaner Olette helped 
plan. The new, larger space would become 
the dining area and link to the kitchen. 

Upstairs, Freja moved into the front 
bedroom, which had been my room, 
while Tom moved into Freja’s bedroom. 

His old room was divided into a corridor 
and a longed-for upstairs bathroom. It’s 
still too small for a bath, and I do miss 
having one, especially after a long day

» it’s such a great-looking space; I’m 
really thrilled with it. So often bathrooms 
are an afterthought, but I worked hard 
to get my one-off look. I sourced some 
oak from a timber yard and got a local 
carpenter to rout it to make a tongue-and- 
groove wall panel, then I waxed it to give a 
distressed finish. I did the same thing to an 
inexpensive wooden mirror from B&Q. 

Next, I splashed out and had the vanity 
unit specially made, but I kept my budget 
in check by going for a simple basin and 
taps. The Edwardian-style radiator, from 
Beaumont Cast Iron, was quite pricey, 
but I love it - especially after I had it 
spray-painted pastel pink. Both this and 
the vanity unit make great focal points. 

Peaceful retreat 

The other big change was to my bedroom, 
which was a brand-new space created 
above the downstairs extension. I wanted 
a feminine, restful room that wasn’t too 
girly but incorporated all my treasures, 
plus plenty of storage. Two elements 
I’m really pleased with are the shelving 
system I made by hanging a vintage ladder 
above the bed, and my spacious cupboard, 
which I had built around two vintage 
glazed French doors bought from an 
antiques shop in Norwich. Some people 
hate having their clothes on show but 


I quite like it - and it’s a good incentive 
to keep everything neat and tidy! 

Fresh new look 

When all the building work was finished 
it was time for a makeover downstairs. A 
matching look just isn’t me - it feels too 
clinical, but I ended up with a unified feel 
because I tend to go for the same warm 
grey, purple and neutral colours. I used 
two grey shades on the living room walls 
and started to paint the floor white but 
realised, with two children and a dog, it 
would show the dirt too much. So I painted 
it black and the room still feels spacious. 

I’ve filled my rooms with a mix of items 
that I’ve picked up over the years.

The wood-burning stove and purple wall 
colour in the snug, where the children and 
I have our computers, make the space feel 
really cosy. I upcycled a couple of pieces 
for this room: I covered a lampshade that 
I bought on eBay with a vintage map of 
Shropshire, which is where I grew up. An 
armchair that I’d had for a while needed 
reupholstering, so I took some French 
linen and vintage offcuts to the Chairs & 
Upholstery Shop in Tunbridge Wells and 
they gave it a new lease of life for me. 

The home straight 

I decided not to change the layout of the 
kitchen when I extended, but I did want 
new units. I went for a smart. Shaker-style 
design in grey and pale-wood worktops 
- a classic look that I knew wouldn’t date. 

In the new dining room, I fitted a striking 
vertical radiator to make the most of the 
available space. Colour-wise, I chose the 
same nautral shade for the walls as I’d used 
in the kitchen for a cohesive look. The old 


dresser came from a nearby antiques shop 
and is just the right size for the room, with 
lots of space for my books and ornaments. 

Future plans 

The house is definitely a work in progress 
- the children’s rooms need finishing off 
and, like many people who live in period 
homes, it has a few damp issues that 
need sorting. But I’m well on the way to 
getting everything just how I want it. My 
house is a really cosy, easy-to-live-with 
family home - just what I was after when I 
started house hunting all those years ago.’

W e spend a lot of time and 
money giving our much- 
used bathrooms a makeover, 
and it’s important to pick 
a vanity unit or washstand that’s practical 
for you and your family. Whether you 
chose an enclosed design to create plenty 
of storage or give your bathroom a 
country vibe by making your own with a 
vintage table, a vanity unit can provide 
a charming focal point in your room. 

Build or buy? 

The first thing to decide is whether you 
are going to choose a ready-made unit 
or get hands-on and make your own 
from a table, or even from scratch. It 
may be best to create a customised unit 
if you have a tricky space to fill or want 
an interesting look. In a cottage, for 
example, you could create a rustic feel 
with doors made from reclaimed 
floorboards and chunky vintage hinges. 

For a new unit head to specialist 
bathroom and DIY stores and look out 
for slimline designs and contemporary 
floating washstands that free up floor 
space. Remember, if you’re going to 
make your own vanity unit, it’s worth 
speaking to a professional plumber to 
make sure the sink can be connected to 
the pipework easily without too many 
unsightly exposed pipes. 

Space saver 

As well as providing a surface for your 
basin, one of the main perks of having a 
vanity unit is the storage it can provide. 

If you have a large family and endless 
bottles, towels and toys, consider a fully 
enclosed unit that provides maximum 
hidden storage. If you have the space, or 
adequate built-in storage already, you 
could choose an open style with a shelf 
for pretty wicker baskets to store your 
lotions and potions. These look particularly 
good in country-style schemes. 

When planning what sort of vanity unit 
to go for, consider how you are going to 
use the rest of the space. Do a scale 
drawing or use an online planning tool to 
work out the layout and make the most 
of your gorgeous new bathroom.

C harles and I were living in north 
London but had to commute to 
Bedfordshire for our veterinary 
business, and travelling was a 
bit of a nightmare,’ says Emma. ‘We’d 
been looking to buy a property near the 
practice when this bungalow came up 
for sale in the perfect location in nearby 
Cambridgeshire. It did need renovating 
but we felt it could work for us. 

My biggest bugbear was the kitchen, as 
it was small and there wasn’t room for a 
dining table. We had lots of ideas, including 
turning the bungalow into a two-bedroom 
house or building a small garden extension, 
but we soon realised money was going 
to be a huge issue. After talking to a local 
builder, he suggested we convert the 
double-length garage into a kitchen-diner, 
which would be a fraction of the cost. 

Building & moving 

The main entrance to the garage was next 
to the front door, so we built a large glass 
porch across the front of the house to 
create a new entrance, which would lead 
into the kitchen. We added a dividing brick 
wall at the end of the space to create a 
smaller garage behind the kitchen, and 
fitted a patio door to open out onto the 


garden. Once the walls had been plastered 
and were drying we could instantly see how 
much better our kitchen was going to be. 

Getting the look 

The hardest part was working out what 
style of kitchen I wanted, as we had a very 
tight budget. A friend suggested I try 
Howdens and I’m thrilled I did as we found 
a lovely design with white glossy units, 
which reflect light around the room 
beautifully. We planned the layout carefully 
with the help of a kitchen fitter and, best 
of all, the final price included the fitted 
appliances. Because our budget was so 
tight we didn’t have enough money to buy 
any more wall units but we both decided 
we could add to them at a later date, or we 
could put up a few shelves if we wanted. 

Colour with confidence 

The icing on the cake is the fabulous 
wallpaper - it really brings the room to life 
and stands out in this otherwise neutral 
space. I had seen the design in different 
colourways but I love red and really wanted 
to use it in the kitchen. We then finished 
off the room with the round white table 
from Ikea, and chose funky chairs in red 
and white to add a burst of colour’ »

First steps 

We check to see if the existing 
double-length garage is suitable to turn 
into a kitchen-diner and what planning 
regulations we need to follow. When we 
get the go ahead, we employ a local 
building company to do the work for us. 

Building begins 

The conversion gets underway and 
the walls are knocked down at the front 
of the house to create a larger hallway. 

A new wall is put up internally at the back 
of the garage, while another is knocked 
down to make space for patio doors 
that lead out to the garden. The plasterer 
gets to work and the space is really 
starting to take shape - it looks amazing. 

Choosing the units 

It’s time to decide which units to 
pick and I’ve got no idea what I want. I 
look through a few magazines for ideas 
and then a friend recommends we visit 
Howdens where we are inspired by a 
galley-style layout with white glossy 


units and a black worktop. We decide 
to add a curved unit at the end of a 
run to add interest. The units arrive a 
few weeks later and the fitting begins. 

Laying the flooring 

The kitchen is fitted and I’m impressed 
with the speed, but then I start to panic 
as I think we may need more wall units. 
Charles suggests we buy extra at a later 
date, when we have some spare cash. 

Next, I find some gorgeous oak-effect 
laminate flooring, which we lay lengthways 
to make the room appear longer. 

Finishing touches 

I find the funky wallpaper and use it 
to create a feature of the end wall - I hang 
it by myself! I’m really pleased with the 
result. We decide against blinds as we 
want to ensure the room stays light and 
airy. We paint the walls a soft cream shade 
and use accessories to add colour 
to the room. I settle for a white table and 
pair it with funky cafe-style red and white 
chairs, which our daughter Emily loves!

ABOUT ME 


C ooking in my cramped kitchen 
was a nightmare - I didn’t even 
have space for all my appliances,’ 
says Victoria. The fridge was 
under the stairs, the cupboard space 
was practically non-existent and the 
room had no natural light. Then our 
boiler broke, which was the final straw. 

We had always loved the room at the back 
of our house, which has lovely Edwardian 
windows and doors facing the garden, 
so we decided to move the kitchen there.

As Homebase was such good value 
for money, we also buy the laminate 
flooring, pastel Laura Ashley wall tiles, 
plus the sink and tap from there. Granite 
worktops would be ideal but they’re just 
too expensive, so I go for a white composite 
quartz design instead, which helps keep 
the space feeling light and airy. I pick out 
a sky blue shade in the tiles and have a 
Roman blind made up in the same colour. 


2 Preparing the space 

We speak to a builder about moving 
the kitchen and he tells us it’s relatively 
easy to do. He spends a few weeks 
preparing the room, replacing a large 
window for a smaller one above the sink 
and taking out the fireplace in the chimney 
breast, ready for my range cooker to slot 
in and make a fabulous focal point. 


5 Personalising the space 

I stick with the pastel theme and find 
crockery, storage canisters and kitchen 
linens in these shades to tie the look 
together. Finally, I pop our dining table and 
chairs in the middle of the room, making 
it the sociable, family-friendly room I had 
my heart set on. I couldn’t be happier.

Just as paint or wallpaper can be 
used to clearly define two zones, it can 
also seamlessly link rooms. Neutrals or 
whites are ideal colour choices as a large 
expanse of these shades won’t overpower 
a kitchen-diner, unlike vast swathes of bold 
colour. If wallpaper is your thing, use the 
same pattern on a feature wall in both your 
dining and kitchen spaces to show that 
the two spaces were designed as a whole.

In larger kitchen-diners, an island unit 
is a great option as it offers extra storage 
and prep space, while acting as a natural 
barrier that defines the busy work area 
of the kitchen and the calmer dining 
space. An island is also perfect if you love 
to entertain, as it still allows interaction 
with the adjoining room, while preventing 
guests getting under the cook’s feet.

3 Mix the hot cross bun crumbs with the 
sugar, spread out in a roasting tin and 
put in the oven for 5 min to caramelise. 

4 Using an electric whisk, beat the egg 
yolks, creams, caramelised crumbs, 
vanilla essence and mixed spice until 
thickened and lightly whipped. Whisk 
the egg whites until soft peaks form and 
fold into the cream mixture, then ripple 
the pureed fruit through. 

5 Spoon into the moulds, fold the 
marzipan strips and excess clingfilm 
over to cover, freeze for 4 hr.

hen our grown-up daughter 
Rosa moved out, my 
husband and I decided it 
was the perfect time for a 
change and that we would downsize from 
our four-bed house in Hampshire,’ says 
Paula. ‘We weren’t sure what we wanted 
exactly, but we prefer older properties and 
a friend told us about a nearby house that 
was being converted into two apartments. 
We fell for this one straightaway, as we 
could see that we could get in at an early 
stage and have an input on the design. 

We sold our house quickly and then rented 
a flat on a short lease while our new home 
was being finished to our specifications. 

Starting work 

The house that our apartment is in had 
been empty for a while and was very 
old-fashioned. The building work began 
and the layout upstairs was sorted out, 
but the one room that stayed exactly the 
same, shape wise, was the main bathroom. 
The whole thing was peach and needed 
ripping out, and we decided to tackle this 
job first while we were still renting the flat 
and the building work was being completed. 

Lack of storage was a huge issue, so we 
thought long and hard about how we 


could improve it. Because we were opting 
for a back-to-wall loo with a concealed 
cistern, we needed to put in a false wall 
at the end anyway, and we realised that 
if we made it go all the way to the ceiling, 
we could add two recessed cupboards. 
They would be perfect for storing toiletries 
and with mirrored doors, there would be 
no need for a separate mirror. This would 
also help bounce light around the room. 

Choosing a scheme 

I’ve always liked black and white decor, 
so we decided to go for a monochrome 
design and to keep things simple but 
stylish by using traditional fittings. I found 
some tiles I liked at Johnson Tiles but laid 
them vertically rather than horizontally 
so they would appear to lengthen the 
room and look more striking. 

Finishing touches 

The fun part was finding all the black and 
white accessories, including the striped 
towels, towel rail, laundry bins and all the 
smaller bits and pieces. It’s amazing how 
many monochrome pieces are out there. 
As we only have a shower in our en suite,

Making plans 

We decide to downsize after our 
daughter moves out, so we rent a flat 
while our new home is being renovated. 
The bathroom is the first room we tackle 
because the layout in the rest of the 
property is still being altered. The 
apartment starts to feel more like home 
now I’m making decorating decisions. 

Choosing a style 

I want the bathroom to suit the 
style of the apartment and settle on 
a monochrome scheme. I love the crisp 
black-and-white look and the tiles are 
the key to my look. I don’t want anything 
too glossy or small, so after looking at 
what’s available I’m thrilled to find this 
Tones design from Johnson Tiles in various 
sizes. I go for large rectangular ones. 

Handy cabinets 

I have a moment of inspiration when 
it comes to storage. We need to build 
a stud wall to hide the cistern and we 
decide to recess slim cupboards into the 
fake wall so they won’t take up space. I 
struggle to find cupboards I like, but luckily 
our carpenter Andy says he can make 
them, complete with mirrored doors. 


Laying the tiles 

We use the tiles vertically rather 
than horizontally to make the room 
look bigger, but realise it will be just 
too mad to have the tiles on the floor 
as well.

In fact, Jan ended 
up building the kitchens in all three flats, as 
the developer was really impressed with 
his work, so it turned out well all round. 

For the final three months of the build, 
Jan was there after work and at the 
weekends putting our own kitchen in, and 
adjusting any minor details in the flat, as 
well as answering questions from the 
builders as things went along. He’d never 
been able to work on his own place before 
and he really enjoyed doing it. 

We rented for three more months while 
the work was being finished off because 
we wanted to have everything ready 


before we moved in. Having seen other 
people living through disruptive building 
work, I didn’t think I could bear it! 

The perfect layout 

By the time we moved in last summer, 
all the decorating was done and it was 
lovely and tidy. Because we got involved 
so early in the process, we also had a say 
over the layout of the property. We could 
have separated the big living space with 
partition walls, but we felt it would make 
the rooms feel too small and cramped. 
We loved the two large windows in the 
room, and we had a big discussion about 
where the kitchen should be. 

The other flats each have the kitchen 
in a different place, but we liked the idea 
of it being self contained in an L-shape, 
which also means that when you walk 
into the room you see the sofa first, 
rather than the workings of a kitchen. 

The two bedrooms are at the back of 
the flat, with an internal bathroom in the 
middle.

It’s also a good idea 
to visit other new developments and see 
what kind of area and homes suit you. 

Developers love to talk about their 
projects, so never be afraid to ask about 
their homes, how they buifd to suit the 
location, materials used and customer care.
